City Legislators Act Monday Night On Hospital Emer- 


gency, Noxious Weed Cutting, Street Paving Preser- 
vation And Heat Rate Controversy—Council Will 
Fight The Increase To Finish Even Tho It Is A Losing 
Battle 


HERE'S WHAT COUNCIL DID LAST NIGHT 


Authorized City Solicitor George D. Klein to draw up an ordinance, pro- 


viding for a permanent traffic officer for Coshocton. 


Passed an ordinance requiring individuals and companies finding oc- 


casion to tear up city streets, to obtain a permit from the service director, 
and to file bond. 


Passed an ordinance compelling the cutting of noxious woods each 


year during the months of August and September, by property owners, or 
the cost of doing the same will be charged on their annual taxes. 


A resolution authorizing the city solicitor to hire counsel to approve 


Coshocton city bonds, was unanimously passed. 


In accordance with action taken by council at a special 
meeting 


September 29, an emergency ordinance providing for five graduate floor 
nurses, one operating nurse, a matron and any number of student nurses, 
for the City Hospital, at an increase in salary, was passed. 


Council also went on record as favoring the expenditure of a reasonable 


sum to defray the cost of fighting the proposed abandonment of the Ohio 
Service Co., heating plant.

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The Lessons of the War 


reports of the public addresses delivered by the 
dis- 


IJL 
tinguished lecturers at the Institute of Politics, recently 


convened at Williamstown, create an impression of hopeless- 
ness and baffled confusion as to the future of international 
relations. Forebodings, warnings, deprecation of the war, dis- 
satisfaction with its results permeate the addresses. 


In none has this spirit of depression and pessimism been 


more forcibly expressed than in the lectures of Viscount Bryee. 
Denouncing the Treaty of Versailles in terms which heretofore 
had been deemd reserved to the radicals, and predicting the 
most serious cosnequences, he paid the negotiators of the treaty 
a sorry complimnt by observing that the negotiators of the 
Treaty of Vienna of a century ago at least knew what they were 
doing. Viscount Bryce sounded the final note of despair in his' 
last address by deploring that the war had apparently not 
taught any lessons, and praying that some alliance of strong 
nations, perhaps the League of Nations, might yet save the 
world from impending disaster. 


We venture to believe that the barrenness of lessons from 


the war and the confusion of the popular mind today have very 
sound and practical justifications. It could hardly be expected 
that lessons would be learned from any phenomenon until the 
phenomenon itself is understood. How can lessons be learned 
from the war, when the great object of national policy during 
and since the war has been to give it a purely one-sided and 
shallow explanation and interpretation, the truth of which the 
scholars, who should have been the first, have in reality been 
the last to challenge? Who has contributed more to the popu- 
lar myth of a guilty nation plotting the war against a peaceful 
Europe than the so-called historians who occupy distinguished 
chairs in our universities ? 


How many of them knew enough about the 
diplomatic 


background of the war to present a reasoned conclusion of its 
development and outbreak, even had they the impartiality, in- 
tellectual honesty, and courage to seek the truth alone? 
Many, 


if not most of them, on the .contrary, placed such learning as 
they had at the service of their emotions, and consciously con- 
tributed to that fog of propaganda and confusion which served 
their Foreign Offices but not science and enlightenment. 
We 


will not now too severely criticize the political leaders who, in 
the face of the secret treaties, could continue to fulminate in 
terms of idealism. But the psychology of scholars who threw 
themselves unquestionably and unembarrassed into the arms of 
a professional propaganda and made themselves its willing 
tools is more difficult to justify or palliate. 


The consequences are now with us. The despondent group 


at Williamstown, many of whom had early abdicated their in- 
tellectual equilibrium, are practically estopped by their voicfer- 
ous pronouncements during the war'from taking up the thread 
of scientific research. They have lost that impartiality which 
must be the scholar's, like the judge's, indispensable qualifica- 
tion. How many among them are in a position frankly to assert 
that the militaristic policy of France on the continent of Europe 
is today one of the great dangers to the peace we have—un- 
stable as it is—and that it is economically suicidal ? The doubts, 
fears, and prayers voiced at Williamstown strike a note of 
futility which seems pitiful and yet fails to arouse real sym- 
pathy. 


Not alone in their own lives, but in the popular mmd, 


too, their disservice to the world is now reaping its rewards. 
Having given utterance to the most childish explanations of the 
war, they now have a vested interest either in foreclosing fur- 
ther research or in sustaining their original conclusions, once 
announced with such certainty; but the soporific and subversive 
effects of their propaganda have robbed the general public of 
its interest in or its willingness to discover any more satisfying 
explanation than that with which it has been supplied. 
A 


great crime has been punished, and "there's an end of it"! 
Having no back-ground, and their goverments themselves hav- 
ing by the very necessities of self-justification been lulled into 
indifference as to the true causes of the war, the peoples arc 
iiovF treading the same paths and making the same mistakes as 
those which led to the past war. 


And they are almost without intellectual leadership. 
Only 


the man -who did not close his mind or who preserved his intel- 
lectual balance and reserved his utterances can now 
afford 


fearlessly to mevstigate and render judgment on the true na- 
ture of international relations. And in the United States, even 
more than in Europe, these men are very few, tho fortunately 
they number some of those most competent to speak in the 
sphere of international relations. 


Well may the speakers at Williamstown deplore the results 


of the war and the present confusion. 
They themselves are 


largely responsible /or both. 
By their easy and confident 


judgment on Ih^e war and its causes, they have filtered away any 
public appreciation of the nature of that phenomenon and of 
similar ones that are now in the making. 
They havo thorcby 


contributed to the unintclhgence as to cause and effect in inter- 
national relations at the very time when popular understanding 
is so greatly needed i<, gui> any form of international co-opera- 
tion, such, for example, a^ the Conference on Disarmament, any 
concrete or permanent results. 
Before they can again claim to 


share rcsnon-il>il,t\ fur leadership in opinion they must seek to 
undo the ini.Oi.ci li.ey K'ue wrought, and the number \\lio can

GENEVA, Sept. 13.—Acting upon 


advices from the homo 
government, 


the Bolivian, delegation to the league 
of nations assembly meeting today Is- 
sued a statement explaining the dec- 
laration that it not recognize the Mon- 
roe doctrine as extending to the pres- 
ent dispute with Chile. 


"Bolivia does not. consider the Mon- 


roe doctrine as being 
incompatible 


with the powers conferred upon tho 
league of nations," said the Bolivian 
statement.

"With Chile over the Taeno-Arlea trea- 
ty of 9104 which Bolivia wants

Chile contends that

The Bolivian delegation announced 


first that it had communicated with 
Washington and that the
